Obvi- 
ous remedies often do moi-a dam- 
age than good. Then that resultant 
damage, often far more extensive 
than the original fault, must be 
corrected so that matters are once 
mure in order. 


For example, this is what- did 


ncUial'ly happen in one particular 
instance. No doubt it happened 
elsewhere. Anyway; this ,is: tho 
story. 


There is a shooting club in South 


Carolina, fairly close to tho Geor- 
gia lino, that supplies quail shoot-' 


K of rare quality for its members, 


Also, the number of quail on thn 
property, about 10,000. acres (trail, 
couldn't fail to attract the preda- 
tors in the vicinity. 


One year — probably because 


of a cold, wet nesting season — 
tin' shooting was not up to its 
usual state of exccllcnct. Thc'board 
ol directors, having noted the large 
numbers of hawks, owls, foxes, 
possum, coon, etc., jumped to the 
conclusion that. these free-loaders 
were living mighty high on ex- 
pensive quail. They instituted a 
vermin campaign and offered sub- 
stantial bounties. In a reasonably 
short time the club grounds wore 
practically free of predators. 
( 


The following season there was 


supcrlnlibc shooting, but the year 
alter that showed the worst shoot- 
ing the club had ever experienced. 
Investigation — this time by a 
trained biologist — resulted in the 
disclosure that the cotton rat, hav- 
ing been relieved of its natural 
enemies, had 
multiplied to the 


point where it had practically eli- 
minated the quail. 


Thus, the club was faced with 


the expensive job of restocking 
with quail. In addition, they re- 
stocked, so help me, with owls, 
at five dollars per owl. In due 
course Nature's balance was re- 
stored, but it was a costly and 
enlightening experience. 


Florida, way back in the early 


twenties, used to have a bounty 
on alligators. The professional hunt- 
ers did such a thorough job, of 


alligator extermination that 
the 


soft-shelled turtles — called ''rub- 
ber-shells" locally — just abottl 
cleaned out the bass supply. Noi 
only was the alligator placed oh 
the "protected" list; also, gators 
actually were stocked in certain 
areas such as Sig Blue Cypress. 


Some years ago in Pennsylvania 


and New York State there was 
great hue and cry rai'sed over the 
supposed inroads that foxes made 
into the small game supply. Pof 
a while foxes were placed on the 
bounty list and the boys had quite 
a time collecting their bonuses on 
fox skins. 


Stomach investigations of hun- 


dreds of foxes showed that the fox 
was blamed for far more crimes 
than he actually committed. Then 
an experiment was set Up and 
conducted for several years. Two 
test areas were snt aside, of simi- 
lar size and cobci' character. One 
was carefully kept free of vermin; 
the other was left stristly alone. 
Strangely enough, after a couple 
of years there were more birds on 
the natural area than there were 
on the vermin-free area. Bounties 
were discontinued! 


Australia has run the gamut on 


bounties. First, there wore boun- 
ties on predators. Rabbits increas- 
ed to the point where they too, 
were placed on the bounty list. 
Certain predators feed also on in- 
sects and elimination of these na- 
turally increased the supply of in- 
sects. Now certain insects arc class 
ed as "vermin" and are on the 
bounty list. Australian officials are 
now urging that bounties bo con- 
tinued entirely. 


At the present time, South Africa 


is undergoing the 
bounty cycle. 


Their experience is similar to Uiat 
of Australia and the officials arc 
much like the man who had iho 
boar by the tail — he didn't want 
to hang on but he found it inad- 
visable to let go. Many shooting 
clubs in South Africa, by putting 
on vermin drives, manage to pay 
a large share of their expenses 
and they, quite naturally, fUht any 
move to discontinue bounties. South 
African officials are quite unhap- 
py.One thing the bounty system has 
shown conclusively — never docs 
it pay to upset the balance of 
nature.. But when you have said 
that, you have just about said 
everything in its favor. Why, we 
wonder, must we learn our lessons 
the hard way?
